Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  $2000.00  for  Trunk 


Line  Maintenance. 

Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell  a  small  strip 
of  land  between  the  lot  of  Emil  Wiljinen  and  Cretia 
brook. 

Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  $1800,  to  be  expended 
under  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen,  to  build  a  cement 
sidewalk,  of  suitable  width,  on  the  northerly  side  of  Main 
Street  in  East  Jaffrey  Village,  from  the  west  side  of  the 
railroad  to  the  corner  in  front  of  White  Bros,  office. 

Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  $2000.00  and  the 
Selectmen  be  authorized  to  purchase  a  motor  scraper. 

Voted  to  accept  from  Charles  H.  Allen  $100.00,  in 
trust,  the  income  to  be  used  for  the  care  of  his  lot  in  the 
Cutter  Cemetery,  with  the  provision  that  any  surplus  re- 
maining after  such  care  shall  be  turned  into  the  town 
treasury. 

Voted  that  the  names  of  those  in  arrears  for  taxes  be 
reported  in  the  annual  town  report  until  further  ordered. 

Frank  H.  Baldwin  offered  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  adopted: 

Whereas,  The  Jaffrey  Village  Improvement 
Society,  under  the  Presidency  of  Mrs.  B.  L.  Rob- 
inson, has  been  active  in  many  years  in  the 
beautification  and  betterment  of  the  town;   and 

Whereas,  This  Society  has  recently 
brought  to  successful  completion  the  repair  and 
restoration  of  the  Old  Town  Meeting  House, 
therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  that  the  Town  of  Jaffrey,  in  an- 
nual town  meeting  assembled,  this  eleventh  day 
of  March,  1924,  hereby  extends  its  sincere 
thanks  to  THE  JAFFREY  VILLAGE  IM- 
PROVEMENT SOCIETY,  for  its  constant  inter- 
est, valuable  service  and  generous  expenditure 
for  community  welfare;   and  be  it  further 

Resolved  that  a  copy  of  these  resolutions, 
suitably  engrossed,  be  sent  by  the  Town  Clerk 
to  the  Society. 


The  following  resolution  from  Myron  L.  Cutler,  read 
by  George  H.  Duncan  was  presented: 

Whereas,  the  growth  and  conservation  of 
timber  supply  in  New  Hampshire  is  a  matter  of 
great  public  interest,  both  for  the  purpose  of 
maintaining  industry  dependent  upon  timber 
and  for  equalizing  the  flow  in  our  streams, 
therefore  be  it 

Resolved  that  the  Moderator  appoint  a 
committee  of  three  to  investigate  the  advisa- 
bility of  establishing  one  or  more  town  forests 
in  Jaffrey,  the  lands  available  for  such  purpose, 
and  the  probable  cost  of  the  same. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  and  the  Moderator  ap- 
pointed for  said  Committee  Myron  L.  Cutler,  Albert  An- 
nett  and  Charles  E.  Chamberlain. 

The  Moderator  announces  that  Geo.  Prescott  Duncan 
had  presented  to  the  Town  of  Jaffrey  an  album  filled 
with  pictures  of  the  150th  Anniversary  of  the  town,  held 
last  year. 

Voted  that  thanks  be  extended  to  Geo.  P.  Duncan 
for  views  and  album. 

Voted  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  $800.00 
for  the  purpose  of  laying  the  dust  with  calcium  chloride 
in  the  following  streets,  under  the  direction  of  the  Se- 
lectmen: East  Main  St.,  from  railroad  to  residence  of  J. 
H.  Fitzgerald;  all  of  Union  St.,  Stratton  road,  from  rail- 
road to  Humiston  Field;  all  of  School  St.;  North  St.  from 
watering  tub  to  residence  of  M.  J.  Despres;  West  Main 
St.,  from  watering  tub  to  St.  Patrick's  church;  Old  Peter- 
boro  Road  from  North  St.,  to  residence  of  W.  F.  Cool- 
idge;  Academy  St.,  from  Main  St.,  to  Melville  Academy; 
South  Hill  Road,  from  Main  St.,  to  Green  farm  house; 
North  side  of  Main  St.,  Jaffrey  Centre  to  residence  of 
George  H.  Lawrence. 

Voted  to  pass  over  Article  16,  oiling  streets. 

Voted  to  pass  over  Article  17,  already  provided  for. 


Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  $150.00  for  control 
of  Gypsy  Moths. 

Voted  that  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  issue 
bonds  of  the  town,  upon  the  most  favorable  terms,  to  the 
amount  of  $7000.00  payable  $1000.  annually,  beginning 
with  Jan.  1,  1926,  and  use  the  proceeds  thereof  to  take 
up  notes  of  the  same  amount  heretofore  given  by  the 
Board  of  Water  Commissioners  to  pay  the  expense  of 
installing  the  reservoir  at  Jaffrey  Center. 

Also  under  this  article. 

Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  $500.00  toward  paying 
the  balance  of  the  note  given  by  the  Board  of  Water 
Commissioners  for  the  expense  of  installing  the  reser- 
voir at  Jaffrey  Center. 

Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  $800.00  for  the  pur- 
chase of  a  tract  of  land  at  Contoocook  Lake  and  to  erect 
a  public  bath  house  thereon,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Selectmen. 

Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  $500.00  to  improve 
the  roads  in  K.  K.  Village,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Highway  agent. 

Voted  to  pass  Article  22,  Extension  of  town  water 
system. 

Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  $2500.00  for  construc- 
tion of  a  good  road  from  the  end  of  the  new  road  recently 
made  on  the  Mountain  road,  westward,  with  State  aid  if 
available  or  by  the  town  itself  if  State  aid  be  not  avail- 
able. 

Voted  to  adjourn.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  of  Jaffrey: 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  my  seventh  annual  report, 
this  being  the  sixteenth  under  district  supervision. 

The  total  enrollment  for  all  the  schools  this  year  is  461 
as  compared  with  471  during  the  first  term  of  last  year. 
The  enrollment  of  the  high  school  is  59  for  the  present  year ; 
last  year  it  was  69.  Nineteen  pupils  entered  the  freshman 
class  from  the  thirty-one  who  completed  the  eighth  grade 
last  June. 

We  had  hoped  that  at  least  twenty-five  would  enter 
from  this  class  which  has  maintained  a  high  average  of 
scholarship  throughout  the  grades.  Practically  all  the 
pupils  who  failed  to  enter  the  high  school  in  September 
entered  some  form  of  employment,  and  as  business  condi- 
tions in  town  were  better  than  the  previous  year  a  larger 
number  of  eighth  grade  graduates  were  alTected,  It  is  to 
be  regretted  that  a  larger  percentage  of  the  graduates  of 
the  elementary  schools  do  not  take  advantage  of  the  excel- 
lent opportunities  offered  in  the  Conant  High  School. 

Three  of  the  high  school  teachers  gave  up  their  posi- 
tions at  the  close  of  the  last  school  year.  Mr.  James  P. 
Carroll,  who  had  rendered  faithful  service  as  a  teacher  of 
French  and  English  for  the  past  three  years  gave  up  his 
work  in  this  school  to  pursue  his  advanced  studies.  He  was 
succeeded  by  Miss  Marjorie  L.  Hartford,  a  graduate  of 
New  Hampshire  University. 
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Mss  Gertrude  E.  Barry,  for  two  years  at  the  heaJ 
of  the  English  and  history  department,  accepted  a  better 
paying  position  in  Massachusetts  and  Miss  Alice  P.  Phinney, 
a  graduate  of  Wheaton  College,  was  secured  in  her  place. 

Miss  Alice  W.  Place,  teacher  of  Domestic  Arts,  with- 
dre  7  to  accept  a  position  nearer  home  and  was  succeeded 
by  M  ss  Esther  M.  Todd,  a  graduate  of  Keene  Normal 
School. 

Miss  Winship,  teacher  of  grades  five  and  six  gave  up 
school  work  and  was  married  at  the  close  of  the  school  year 
and  Miss  Mildred  Lowe,  a  Keene  graduate,  has  been  placed 
in  charge  of  these  grades. 

Miss  Emily  Wood,  also  a  Keene  graduate,  was  elected 
to  succeed  Mrs.  Georgia  L.  Eaves  v/no  substituted  in  grade 
six  during  the  last  term. 

In  the  primary  school  there  v/ere  three  changes  at 
the  opening  of  the  school  year.  Miss  Sarah  L.  Jennings, 
who  had  taught  in  our  schools  for  six  years  declined  a  re- 
election, and  she  was  succeeded  by  Miss  Mary  E.  McGrath, 
a  Keene  graduate  who  had  taught  two  years  in  East  Rindge. 
Miss  Emily  J.  Gove  also  declined  her  re-election  and  her 
place  was  filled  by  Miss  Agnes  E.  Record,  a  Keene  graduate. 
Miss  Harriette  Rovv^e,  teacher  of  grades  one  and  tv/o  for 
three  years  gave  up  her  position  and  was  succeeded  by 
M"ss  Evelyn  Evans,  also  a  Keene  graduate.  Mrs.  Ethel  P. 
Deschenes,  who  had  previously  taught  three  years  in  grade 
three  took  charge  of  grade  one  in  March,  1924,  and  her 
services  were  secured  for  another  year  in  this  grade. 

In  district  No.  4  an  arrangement  was  made  with  Keene 
Normal  School  for  a  series  of  teachers  under  the  supervi- 
sion of  their  special  rural  supervisor  who  are  to  spend 
nine  v/eeks  each  in  this  school.  Similar  arrangemionts  have 
been  m^ade  with  the  Normal  school  in  a  number  of  rural 
schools  throughout  Cheshire  County.  In  this  school  Miss 
Mabel  Sturtevant  taught  the  first  nine  weeks.  Miss  Bruna 
Farinoli  the  second  nine  weeks,  and  Miss  Cynthia  Shaw 
is  at  present  teaching  in  this  school. 

The  evening  school  has  been  carried  on  with  about  the 
same  enrollment  as  last  year.  The  number  required  by 
law  to  attend  is  smaller  than  it  has  been  at  any  time  since 
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the  compulsory  attendance  law  between  16  and  21  was 
enacted,  but  the  number  attending  have  been  giving  careful 
attention  to  the  work.  In  addition  to  those  taking  the  ele- 
mentary subjects  and  the  commercial  work  a  group  of  for- 
mer eighth  grade  pupils  who  were  unable  to  attend  high 
school  have  formed  a  class  for  advanced  study  in  American 
history. 

During  the  summer  vacation  the  fence  bordering  on 
the  high  school  grounds  was  repaired  and  locks  complying 
with  the  new  law  relating  to  school  buildings  were  installed 
in  the  wooden  building  and  Union  Hall. 

For  the  coming  year  an  appropriation  should  be  made 
for  the  painting  of  the  primary  building,  and  a  new  floor 
should  be  laid  in  the  lower  corridor,  and  some  provision 
should  be  made  to  make  the  fire  escape  more  satisfactory. 
The  sash  in  the  high  school  building  should  also  be  painted 
if  it  is  to  be  kept  in  proper  repair. 

During  the  school  year  a  careful  examination  of  the 
pupils  in  the  schools  was  made  by  the  school  nurse  and  the 
physical  welfare  of  all  pupils  has  been  considered. 

During  the  last  school  year  Mr.  Jules  C.  Durant,  one 
of  the  most  distinguished  citizens  of  Jaffrey  passed  away, 
leaving  to  the  Conant  High  School  and  to  the  Clay  Library 
a  handsome  income  from  his  estate.  Just  when  this  income 
will  be  available  for  school  purposes  is  not  certain  so  the 
estimates  for  high  school  exp^enses  for  the  coming  year 
have  been  made  on  the  same  basis  as  last  year. 

I  believe  that  at  the  high  school  some  suitable  tablet 
should  be  erected  in  memory  of  Mr.  Durant,  who,  not  hav- 
ing the  opportunity  of  securing  a  high  school  education 
himself,  was  so  thoughtful  of  and  generous  to  the  boys  and 
girls  of  Jaffrey. 

The  helpful  assistance  of  the  Parent-Teacher  Associa- 
tion during  the  past  year  made  possible  playground  super- 
vision during  the  summer  vacation  under  the  charge  of 
Miss  Evelyn  Evans,  and  one  evening  each  week  throughout 
the  summer  Mrs.  Labonte  gave  her  services  in  teaching 
basketry  at  the  high  school  building.  A  good  number  of 
pupils  took  advantage  of  this  work. 
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In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  last  town  meeting 
land  was  secured  and  a  bath  house  erected  at  Contoocook 
Lake.  Mr.  Urquhart  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  bath 
house  by  the  selectmen  and  the  Parent-Teacher  Association 
secured  Miss  Katherine  Hammill  to  teach  swimming  to 
the  girls,  and  Mr.  Moses  of  the  camp  at  the  Country  Club 
gave  instruction  to  the  boys. 

For  the  school  year  beginning  July  1,  1925,  the  appro- 
priations should  be  about  the  same  as  last  year  except  that 
a  larger  amount  will  be  needed  for  the  repairs  already 
mentioned  and  a  suitable  increase  should  be  provided  for 
retaining  the  services  of  our  trained  and  experienced  teach- 
ers. The  salary  basis  for  teachers  adopted  for  the  school 
year  1920-21  has  not  been  materially  changed  since  that 
time.  In  fact  the  total  salaries  paid  for  the  present  year 
is  less  than  during  the  school  year  1921-22  when  practi- 
cally half  the  teaching  force  had  only  a  partial  training, 
while  at  the  present  time  practically  all  our  teachers  are 
college  or  normal  school  graduates. 

The  school  work  of  the  present  year  both  in  the  grades 
and  in  the  high  school  has  been  very  satisfactory.  At  the 
close  of  the  first  eighteen  weeks  there  were  twenty-seven 
pupils  in  the  Conant  High  school  with  a  general  average  of 
over  85%,  thirteen  of  the  present  senior  class  being  in  this 
list.  This  is  a  very  creditable  showing  and  demonstrates 
that  there  is  an  active  interest  in  the  work  of  the  school. 

In  closing  I  desire  to  thank  the  school  board,  teachers, 
pupils,  parents  and  all  interested  citizens  for  their  loyal 
co-operation  in  the  work  of  our  schools.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


In  sending  this  report,  we  wish  to  state  last  year  a 
sewer  system  in  K.  K.  Village  seemed  very  important,  as 
most  of  the  contagious  diseases  that  occurred  were  in  that 
vicinity.  Therefore  there  were  five  hundred  feet  of  tile 
pipe  put  in.  Then  there  was  a  private  line  already  built 
which  was  bought  by  paying  for  the  cost  of  pipe.  This 
year  there  has  been  added  about  four  hundred  feet  more, 
most  of  the  work  being  done  by  home  owners,  the  town 
paying  for  the  pipe.  As  a  result  we  have  a  sewer  line  from 
the  upper  end  to  the  stream  in  the  lower  end  of  the  village. 
It  may  be  necessary  in  the  future  to  install  a  septic  tank 
at  the  outlet  of  the  sewer.  The  septic  tank  on  Peterboro 
street  is  working  at  the  present  time  and  if  people  that  are 
connected  with  the  sewer  system  will  abstain  from  putting 
rags  into  the  water  closets,  think  there  will  be  no  trouble. 
That  has  caused  trouble  in  the  past.  It  is  an  expensive 
job  for  the  town  to  clean  out  the  tank  and  hard  to  get  men 
to  do  it. 

We  have  had  several  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  all  light; 
also  a  number  of  Diphtheria  cases ;  two  deaths  which,  if  a 
doctor  had  been  called  in  season,  might  not  have  happened. 
If  parents,  when  a  child  is  sick,  and  don't  know  the  cause, 
would  call  a  doctor  before  death  is  near,  would  save  suffer- 
ing and  sorrow. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  the  people  for  the  ready 
response  to  the  welfare  of  the  Health  Department.
